disadvantage. You lose an im- 
portant round of bidding if 
your o p p o n e n t s compete 
against you immediately."

a Connecticut tournament to 
illustrate this. South was New 
York expert Boris Raymond. 
Boris" hand was certainly 
worth an opening two but 
since he was using two clubs 
as artificial, Boris opened one 
club only. He had little to lose 
by doing this. There was small 
chance that someone would 
not find a bid against his one 
club opening." 


Oswald: "It turned out that 


both East and West did. West 
had a very sound spade over- 
call and East raised his part- 
ner all the way to game. Boris 
bid five diamonds. He might 
have actually jumped to six 


diamonds but he had two rea- 
sons for bidding only five. The 
first was that Boris wanted to 
become declarer. The second 
was that a six diamond call 
might force North to give a 
preference to seven clubs with 
an unsatisfactory hand." 


Jim: "As it was, West con- 


tinued to five spades. North 
raised to six diamonds and 
Boris passed. West chose to 
bid six spades and when the 
bid came back to Boris he 
went to grand slam. You can't 
really blame West for falling 
into the trap and doubling." 


Oswald: "If Boris had 


opened with an artificial two 
club bid the chances are that 
.he-would have had to show a 
suit at the six level, since 
West would still overcall and 
East 
might jump to 
five 


spades. As a matter of fact, 
that is exactly what happened 
at a couple of tables. South 
was forced to try six clubs 
and West was smart enough to 
pass and take his profit."
